WHEREAS, The mother conference is now in session at Albion, 
and preparations have been made for a reunion meeting of the 
two conferences at Albion on Saturday of this week. 

THEREFORE, Be it resolved. That we do heartily approve the 
plan for the reunion meeting of the two conferences of this state 
at this time. 

That we count the place of meeting a happy selection affording 
as it does an opportunity for close inspection of our State Edu- 
cational Plant, an interest common to both conferences and which 
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should receive increasing attention and patronage from all our 
people. 

That we will go to Albion in a body next Saturday morning, 

That all conference work on Saturday next be omitted. 

That this action be communicated to the Lay Electoral Confer- 
ence at the opening of its session on Friday, and that the Lay Dele- 
gates be invited to join us in the visit to Albion. 

Also, that opportunity be given the members and friends of 
the church in this city to go with us.

Conference Relations, Conference Stewards, Benevolences, Memoirs, 
Resolutions, Moral Reforms, Ministerial Equipment, and Nomina- 
tions which last named committee shall be composed of one member 
from each Presiding Elder 's district. 

Ordination. — The Secretary announced that Frank F. Fitchett, 
who was elected an elder last year but w^is not present at the 
seat of the conference, had been ordained elder by Bishop Mc- 
Dowell on October 31, 1906, at Albion, Michigan. Permission was 
granted to record same in the minutes. 

General Conference Memorials. — On motion of I. E. Springer a 
committee was ordered to which all memorials to the General Con- 
ference should be referred. 

The Bishop appointed M. C. Hawks, W. H. Shier, E. W. Ryan, 
A. B. Leonard, G. E. Ackerman, and N. N. Clark. 

Question 13. — Question 13 was asked. The character of John 
Sweet, Presiding Elder of the Detroit District; of J. G. Haller, 
Presiding Elder of the Flint District, James Pascoe, Presiding Elder 
of the Houghton District, and W. F. Stewart, Presiding Elder of 
the Saginaw District was passed; and each reported his district. 

(Jlft. — A. B. Leonard on behalf of the preachers of the Saginaw 
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District in a complimentary speech presented W, F, Stewart the 
retiring Presiding Elder with a purse of One Hundred Dollars. W. 
F. Stewart thanked the brethren for the kindly words and gen- 
erous gift. 

Introductions. — Dr. Homer Eaton, of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern, was introduced, and spoke in the interests of our publishing 
house. Dr. J. W. Campbell, of New York City, a former member 
of the conference; Dr. Timothy P. Frost, of Evanstan, 111.; S. C. 
Robinson, of West Branch, and A. W. Luce, of New,berry, were in- 
troduced; Dr. Franklin Hamilton, Chancellor of the American Uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C., represented the University; Dr. J. U. 
Vaughn, the interests of China, and Rev. J. F. Horton, The American 
Bible Society. 

Reception of Class. — On motion of J. E. Jacklin, it was or- 
dered that the reception of the class into full membership in the 
conference take place at 11 o’clock Thursday morning. 

Elections. — On motion of Seth Reed it was ordered that the 
Constitutional Questions be made the order of the day for Friday 
morning immediately following the reading of the journal, and the 
election of delegates to the General Conference follow immediately 
after the consideration of the Constitutional Questions. 

Time Extended. — On motion the time was extended. 

Adjournment. — The announcements were made, the Doxology 
was sung, and the conference adjourned with the Benediction by 
Dr. Homer Eaton. 

THIRD DAY 

Thursday Morning, September 12, 1907 

Devotional. — The morning session of the conference was called 
to order at 8:30 o’clock, with Bishop Joseph F. Berry presiding. 

Hymn number 489, ‘'He Leadeth Me,” /as sung and Brothers 
Moon, Morgan, Thompson, Elliott, McMahon and Ackerman led in 
prayer. Bishop Berry gave a vigorous, practical address on the 
prayer meeting and several brethren added valuable suggestions 
concerning this mid-week service. 

Minutes Approved. — At 9 o’clock the secretary read the min- 
utes of Wednesday’s session and they were approved. 

Drafts. — The Bishop presented a draft of $22.00 from the 
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Chartered Fund, and one of $2994.00 from the Book Concern, and 
they were ordered turned over to the Conference Treasurer. 



Question 13. — Question 13 was asked. 

The character of Wm. B. Collins, Presiding Elder of the Sault 
Ste. Marie District was passed, and he reported the progress and 
outlook of the district. 

Question 7. — Question 7 was asked, “Who have been admitted 
into full membership?” King D. Beach, Carl Eufus and A. A. Lan- 
caster were passed in the studies of the second year and elected to 
deacons’ orders. 



Ernest Brown, Wm; G. Prout and J. J. Strike were passed in the 
studies of the second year; being already deacons. 

Question 6. — Hugh C^ Elliott was discontinued and his creden- 
tials ordered returned to him, after the proper disciplinary nota- 
tions had been made on them. 

Question 5. — ^Washington F. Gawne, and George A. Adamson 
were continued on trial in the studies of the second year. 

Introductions.— F. D. Leete of the Central Church, Detroit, a 
recent transfer, was introduced to the conference. 

Dr. Samuel Dickie, President of Albion College, was introduced 
and presented his annual report of the progress of the college, and 
on motion of Wm. Dawe the report was adopted. 

Gift. — J. E. Jacklin represented the interests of the Michigan 
Christian Advocate and presented a draft of $1245.18 for the Con- 
ference Claimants, which was, on motion of I. E. Springer, accepted 
with thanks and ordered turned over to the Conference Treasurer. 

Detroit Corporate Conference. — The conference took a recess of 
one half an hour to allow the sessions of the Detroit Corporate Con- 
ference and of the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid Society.

Conference Session. At 11 o ’clock Bishop Berry resumed the 
chair and introduced the following visiting brethren from the 
Michigan Conference: Dr. A. J. Eldred, Dr. J. 1. Buell, Dr. John 
Graham, C. L. Barnhart, W. E. Pierce, S. C. Strickland and Dr. J. 
C. Floyd. 

Admission of Class.— The Bishop called the class for admission 
into full connection in the conference to the altar and after the 
singing of hymn 208, “I love thy kingdom Lord,” he delivered a 
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strong, helpful, and inspiring address, full of practical suggestions 
for the ministers, that held the attention not only of the class, 
but of the large congregation present. 

Time Extended. — On motion the time was extended. 

Question 7. — After giving satisfactory answers to the disci- 
plinary questions the conference, by unanimous vote, admitted into 
full membership Ernest Brown, King D. Beach, W. G. Prout, J. J. 
Strike and A. A. Lancaster. C. W. Baldwin led in prayer. 

Adjournment. — The conference adjourned with the benediction 
by Bishop Berry. 



ATTEENOON SESSION 

At 2 o ’clock Thursday afternoon a large congregation assem- 
bled in the Central Methodist Episcopal Church, Detroit, Michigan, 
to celebrate the Semi-Centennial of the organization of the Detroit 
Conference. 

_ John Bussell presided, announcing hymn 180, “All hail the 
power of Jesus’ name,” which was sung. Dr. Seth Reed read the 
first chapter of the second epistle of Peter and led in prayer. 

Greetings from the Michigan Conference were brought by Drs. 
J. I. Buell, A. J. Eldred and John Graham, members of that body, 
while responses were made for the Detroit Conference by Dr. W. H. 
Shier, and Bishop Berry. Dr. Samuel Dickie was to have made tiiv 
principle address but owing to lack of time he was able to give 
only a hurried outline of the address planned.

Whereas there is much in modern study and thought that tends 
to unsettle faith and awaken doubt, and 

Whereas, it is important that the young men should be clear in 
their understanding of the attitude of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church toward the Bible; that it may be clejir to them what is loy- 
alty and what is disloyalty to their vows. 

Therefore be it resolved. That we have heard with delight and 
profit the words of our honored Bishop in his address to the class 
of young men yesterday, and that as a conference we wish not 
• alone to give our approval but our hearty endorsement emphasizing 
especially that portion in -which our attitude and obligation to the 
Bible was so strongly urged.

Constitutional Questions. 

The votes on the Constitutional Questions were taken. 

First question: 

L — Action of the General Conference, taken May 28, 1904. 
(See Journal, pages 410, 429.) 

Appendix of Discipline, Par. 53, Sec. 1. — The General Confer- 
ence of 1904, by a vote of 517 ayes to 27 noes, recommended that 
the Third Restrictive Rule, Par. 46, Sec. 3 of Discipline of 1904, 
be amended as follows: Strike out all that follows the disjunctive 

“but” and insert the words, “may elect a Bishop or Bishops for 
work among particular races and languages, or for, any of our For- 
eign Missions, limiting tlieir Episcopal jurisdiction to the same re- 
spectively,” so that the whole paragraph shall read: 

“.The general Conference shall not change nor alter any part 
or rule oi our government so as to do away Episcopacy, nor destroy 
the plan of our itinerant General Superintendency; but may elect a 
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Bishop or Bishops for work among particular races and languages, or 
for any of our Foreign Missions, limiting their Episcopal jurisdiction 
to the same respectively.” The count votes 31 for, 135 against. 

The second question: 

n. — ^Action of the Iowa Annual Conference, taken September 11, 
1905. 

Resolved, By the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in Conference assembled, on this 11th day of Septem- 
ber, A. D. 1905, that we recommend to the General Conference of 
said Church, to meet in the month of May, A. D. 1908, that Section 
One, Article Two, of the Constitution of said Church, be amended as 
follows: 

By striking out in the fourth line of said Section One the word 
“fourteen” and inserting in the place thereof the words “twenty- 
five;” and by striking out in the fifth line of said Section One the 
words “forty-five” and substituting in the place thereof the word 
“ninety,” so that the said Section One, as thus amended, shall read 
as follows: 

Section One. “Each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at 
least one Ministerial Delegate. The General Conference shall not 
allow more than one Ministerial Delegate for every twenty-five mem- 
bers of an Annual Conference, nor less than one for every ninety; but 
for a fraction of two-thirds or more of the number fixed by the Gen- 
eral Conference as the ratio of representation an Annual Conference 
shall be entitled to an additional delegate.” 

The count vote was 26 for, 151 against. 

The third question: 

m. — Action of the West Wisconsin Annual Conference, taken 
September 15, 1906. 

Resolved, That the West Wisconsin Conference, by a vote of 84 
ayes to 2 noes, recommend that on page 36 of the Discipline in the 
fifth line of Article Two, Par. 38, See. 1 of the Articles of Organiza- 
tion and Government, the word “forty-five” be changed to “sixty,” 
so that the whole Section shall read as follows: 

‘ Each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at least one 
Ministerial Delegate. The General Conference shall not allow more 
than one Ministerial Delegate for every fourteen members of an An- 
nual Conference, nor less than one for every’ sixty; but for a frac- 
tion of two-thirds, or more, of the number fixed by the General Order 
ference as the ratio of representation, an Annual Conference shall 
be entitled to one additional delegate.” 

The count vote was 89 for and 100 against. 
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The fourth question: 

IV. — Action of the Dlinois Annual Conference, taken September 
22, 1906. 

Resolved, That we as Lay and Annual Conferences of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, respectfully memorialize our next General 
Conference, convening in 1908, to so alter Part II, Article II, Para- 
graph 38, Section 1, lines 4 and 5, of our Constitution by striking out 
the words “fourteen’’ and “forty-five,” and inserting the words 
“twenty-five” and “seventy-five,” thus causing the entire section 
to r3ad as follows: 

Each Annual Conference shall be entitled to at least one min- 
isterial delegate. The General (’onference shall not allow more 
than one ministerial delegate for every twenty-five members of an 
Annual Conference, nor less than one for every seventy-five, but for 
a fraction of two-thirds or more of the number fixed by the General 
Conference as the ratio of representation an Annual Conference shall 
be entitled to an additional delegate. 

The count vote was 26 for and 127 against. 

ELECTION OF DELEGATES. 

The order of the day was called, “The election of delegates to 
the General Conference.” 

The secretary read the following: 

Rules to regulate the election of delegates to the General Con- 
ference which were adopted. 

1. There shall be two sets of tellers to consist of two from 
each district and two at large — 18 in all. 

2. The Bishop shall request all persons not entitled to vote to 
retire from the bar of the conference, and he shall carefully explain 
the rules to the conference. 

3. When the vote is being taken the members of the confer- 
ence shall be requested to rise, and the ballots shall be collected be- 
ginning at the front of the church. As they are collected those 
voting shall be seated. 

4. Each ballot shall contain only the required number of names 
of delegates to be elected; if more than the number, the ballot shall 
be rejected; if less the ballot shall be rejected. A majority of all 
ballots cast shall be- required to elect. 

5. In counting the ballots where there is confusion in names 
the ballot shall be rejected; but when it is clear that the ballot is 
for the person intended, though the name be incorrectly spelled, or 
the initials not exactly right, the ballot shall be counted. (Explana- 
tion) — Suppose there are two members of the conference named 
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Doe (John and William Doe); if the ballot should read Brother 
Doe it should be rejected; or if Mr. Doe it should be rejected. But 
if there is only one Doe in the conference and the ballot should be 
written Mr. or Brother Doe, it should be counted for said Doe, even 
if the initials or surname were not exactly correct, it being clear 
that it was intended for the said Doe. 

6. Balloting shall proceed at each session of the conference or 
adjourned session until the number of delegates required shall be 
chosen, and if more than the required number receive sufficient bal- 
lots to elect, those receiving the highest number shall be the dele- 
gates.

Sev- 
eral of those present made remarks concerning their spiritual and 
physical condition. 

W. B. Collins moved that a superannuated relation be granted 
to J. M. Kerridge and that his case be referred to the committee on 
Conference Claimants. 

The motion prevailed. 

On their own motions I, E. Springer and J. H. Thomas were 
granted a superannuated relation. 

On motion of J. E. Jacklin a message of sympathy and prayers 
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of the conference was ordered sent to W. B. Pope and J. E. Jacklin 
was requested to convey the message. 

On motion of George Elliott, Bishop Berry was requested to 
convey a message of fraternal greeting to Dr. W. W. Ramsey, a 
former member of our Conference and now a resident of Detroit.

G. Hicks were passed 
in the studies of the third year and advanced to the studies of the 
fourth year. 

Levi P. Goodman was continued in the studies of the third 
year. 

Fifth Ballot. — H. A. Leeson reported that 97 ballots had been 
cast, making 49 necessary for an election. C. B. Allen having receiv- 
ed 53 was declared first reserve delegate to the General Conference. 
On motion another ballot was taken and it was ordered that the two 
persons receiving the highest number o- votes should be declared 
the two remaining reserve delegates. 

Adjournment. — On motion the conference adjourned. Dr. Quayle 
pronouncing the benediction. 



Saturday, September 14, 1907

the M. C. E. E. depot at 8 o’clock a. m. for Albion, on a trip effi- 
ciently planned and arranged by Dr. William Dawe. 

The Michigan Conference met the train at the depot and es- 
corted the visitors to the Methodist Episcopal Church where Bishop 
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Hymn 556 “Blest be the tie that binds” was sung and never 
with a more sincere feeling of friendsnip. Hon. Charles Warren 
Fairbanks, Vice President of the United States, and Hon. Fred C. 
Warner, Governor of Michigan, were introduced* and spoke a few 
words of greeting. 

Expression of felicitation were given for the Michigan Confer- 
ence by Drs. William M. Puffer and W. P. French for the ministry, 
and Judge Grant for the laymen. 

Bishop Berry took the chair and responses for the Detroit Con- 
ference were made by Dr. M. C. Hawks and D. H. Ramsdell for 
the ministry and by Prof. D. W. Springer for the laymen, after 
which the meeting adjourned for dinner.

Hampshire Conference respectfully petition the General Con- 
ference to request the Board of Bishops that they so ar- 
range the plan of Episcopal supervision and visitation that 
the individual assignments be made as far as possible to 
a group of contiguous’ conferences, during a period of not 
less than four consecutive years. 

Resolved, Second: That our secretary be instructed to 

forward a copy of this action to the secretaries of all the an- 
nual conferences holding sessions between this date and the 
next General Conference, with the request that this resolu- 
tion be submitted for their consideration and action. 

On motion of S. M. Gilchriese the conference concurred in the ' 
memorial by a vote of 86 for to 6 against. 

Conference Claimants. — C. W. Baldwin presented the following 
resolution which was adopted. 

Resolved, That hereafter all funds coming to the “Con- 
ference Claimants” fund from the income of the “Char- 
tered Fund” dividends of the “Book Concern” and Dona- 
tions of the Michigan Christian Advocate,” shall be dis- 
tributed under the “Annuity” Clause of paragraph 293 of 
the Discipline. 

And Further, That all money contributed by the 
churches through what has been known as the ‘ ‘ fifth col-

Immediately his vision became clear, and with clear mind, and with 
dawning peace and satisfaction, he made choice of the Christian 
Ministry as his life vocation. I am convinced that he never after- 
ward, either felt or gave utterance to any sense of regret at the 
action, or ever felt a question rise as to the wisdom of his choice. 
Indeed as many of us know, his joy and peace and enthusiasm deep- 
ened and strengthened with the growth of years. Anxious to ac- 
quire the most thorough mental equipment for his chosen work 
he immediately entered Albion College. Here he spent four de- 
lightful, profitable years, winning many friends, taking an active 
interest in all that is vital to college life. During this period he 
was married to Miss Carrie Beatty, of Pontiac, and here at Albion 
their only child, Esther, was born. 



The Cooperative Book Store of Albion College, having been 
opened about this time, he was called to take charge of its business. 
Here anew his genius and fertility of business methods was revealed 
and he soon put the company, heretofore weak and unstable, upon a 
secure financial basis, and made sure its maintenance and suc- 
cess. G-raduating in January, 1896, he immediately joined the De- 
troit Conference. During the little more than ten years of his ac- 
tive ministry his appointments have been Belleville, four years, 
Wyandotte one year, Clinton five years, and Hudson, coming to the 
latter charge in September last. During the few weeks he was 
active on this charge he won the regard of his church people and 
the general community. He was taking up this work with great 
interest and vigor, when he contracted a severe cold which de- 
veloped into puenmonia, but he was convalescing nicely, when death 
came very suddenly from heart failure, an organic weakness of the 
heart having been present from childhood. Bro. Colvin’s ministry 
on all his charges was of a distinctly evangelistic type. He aimed 
at the conversion of men and in his efforts he was signally suc- 
cessful on all his appointments. He believed that as a preacher 
he was called to ‘‘do the work of an evangelist,” and he looked 
and longed atid worked for these seals of his ministry. Many 
scores of individual souls were given to him in the swift years of 
this brief ministry. He was congenial and friendly as a pastor, 
and invited by his personality and ready sympathy the confidences 
of his people. He was generous in his gifts of substantial help to 
those whom he found in need of material assistance. His pulpit 
efforts were always preceded by earnest and careful preparation 
and his hearers recognized in him a sermonizer of more than ordi- 
nary ability. He gave minute care and method to all the interests 
of the church, and the churches he served prospered under his 
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watchful pastoral care. For a number of years past Bro. Colvin 
was conference treasurer. We know with what vigor and system 
he took hold of this important and exacting duty. He simplified the 
entire process of handing the gifts and offerings that pass year by 
year through the conference treasury for cataloguing and distribu- 
tion. He introduced the practice of bringing in the benevoleness in 
the form of New York drafts, thus facilitating the rapid handling 
of thousands of dollars yearly, and saving the cost of exchange to 
the various benevolent interests in the distribution of the moneys 
thus reported, at the conference session. Here as elsewhere his 
genius for business and his capacity for details and the application 
of swift and practical methods, shone out. Needless to say the 
qualities of method and order were everywhere evident in all his 
activities. We rejoice to know that he linked to all this a strong 
personality, a frank and fearless spirit, out spoken it may be, but 
guileless and transparent as the day. Bro. Colvin was generous in 
his estimate of his brethren; he M’ias beloved by them and he gave 
in return an even measure of affection. Though possessed by a 
reasonable ambition and working hard for deserved preferment, 
even if disappointed for himself he grudged to no man his honor- 
able advancement. He knew the trials and temptations peculiar to 
a Methodist minister. He never swerved but kept his loyalty for 
his church. Because of his pronounced business ability and energy 
he was tendered the Field Agency of Albion College, but declined it, 
desirable and conspicious as the position was, because it seemed like 
turning aside from pulpit and pastoral duties. Other pulpits were 
opened to him, but he remained loyal to the church which had 
honored him with her ordination and commission. The quality of 
his soul, his courage and strength of will, his integrity to his vowa, 
his great love for the ministry of Christ are revealed in the light 
of these brief years of unflinching effort and application, and his 
sudden death, conscious that vital powers might fail at any mo- 
ment, he pressed right on and never dreamed of relinquishing the 
fight. This is indeed heroism, but Bro. Colvin never thought of 
himself as heroic. Some may deplore the brevity of such a life and 
of such a ministry. But the needed lesson for us, his brethren, 
is this, that it is not length of life but intensity of life which we 
should crave. It is better to touch the world but briefly, if we may 
touch it with power and pass on than to linger powerless. And 
though his life was brief, yet its swift close is significant. God 
buries his workmen and carries on his work. Nay, may not God 
have higher work for such as he to do? He must, nor can we 
think of signally fit for service as idle and useless or unused. Then 
our ministry here is but the prelude to a serener, loftier ministry 
yonder, where “His servants serve him, see his face and wear 
his name in their foreheads.” 

The remains of Bro. Colvin were taken to Pontiac, Mich., Thurs- 
day, January 24, and final services were held in our chiurch there, 
at ten o'clock the next forenoon. Twenty of his conference 
brethren were present, with some forty of his immediate relatives 
and a congregation of two hundred people. Eev. Wm. Dawe had 
charge of the service. Bro. .T. D. Halliday offered the opening 
prayer. Rev, Wm. Ward read the scripture. Rev. A. W. Stalker, 
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then in a most impressive manner read, by request, Bro. Colvin’s 
favorite poem, Tennyson ’s ‘ ‘ Crossing the Bar. ’ ’ Bro Dawe spoke 
of the character of Bro. Colvin, and addresses were made by Bros. 
C. E. Allen, Eugene A. Coffin and Eugene C. Allen. These four men 
having been intimately associated for the last sixteen years and 
more in Albion College and in Detroit Conference, Bro. Colvin be- 
ing the first of the group to die. A quartette of singers rendfr- 
ed appropriate music and the closing prayer was offered by Eev. 
John Sweet. The body was conveyed to its place of rest in the 
beautiful Oak Hill cemetery. The active pall bearers were Eev. 
Stanley Shaw, James M. Gardiner, A. E. Johns, Eugene M. Moore. 

Besides the beloved wife and only child, Esther, there remains his 
three sisters, Mrs. Emma A. Heath, of California, Mrs. Ellen L. 
Carpenter, of Pontiac, Mrs. Esther Kelley, of Four Towns, and two 
brothers. Dr. N. B. Colvin and Homer Colvin, of Pontiac, and his 
aged father, Levi B. Colvin of Four Towns, Mich.

He was born in the state of New York, November 3, 1829. At 
the age of eighteen he was converted and immediately began work 
in the vineyard of the Master in the Wesleyan church. 

Eemoving to Michigan in 1855, he united with the Methodist 
Protestant church and entered the ministry of that church at its 
session in Pontiac in the year 1860, and was ordained deacon Sep- 
tember 30, 1860. He was ordained elder at Plainfield, Livingston 
county, September 28, 1862. 

In 1868 he changed his church relationship, uniting with the 
Detroit Conference of the Methodist Episcopal church and served 
the following charges: Hazelton, Lakeport, Port Sanilac, Fort 

Gratiot, Hadley, Utica, Laingsburg, Medina, Parshallville and High- 
land. Owing to ill health he asked for and received a superannuate 
relation in 1883. 

Bro. Lyon’s educational advantages were very limited, having 
received in early life, only a common school education, but he was 
a man of excellent mind and clear judgment and trained himself 
to careful and close thinking. Naturally he was a great reader, 
and even his last day on earth was spent in reading and writing 
on the subject, “Man’s Immortality,” up to" about five minutes 
before his death. He sought fully to understand what he read and 
would not give up until the object was realized. 

His life by virtue of its consistency, modesty and simplicity, 
conscientiousness and goodness, was influential for good, and his 
disposition was hopeful, cheerful and benevolent. 

He was an enthusiastic preacher and often became wrapt in 
ecstasy when proclaiming the gospel of the Son of God. He had no 
doubts about the saving power of Jesus Christ and seemed to be 
the happiest when speaking of the Eedeemer’s love. His death 
came suddenly when preparing to go to the postoffice but he could 
cheerfully say, “Even so Lord Jesus, come quickly.” 

The angel of Jehovah touched him and his spirit mounted the 
golden chariot of heaven and was borne away to the celestial city. 
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His funeral was held on Friday, March the 8th, in charge of his 
pastor, Rev. L. B. Dupuis, and his body was laid to rest in Davis- 
burg cemetery. 

“The pilgrim’s staff is left behind, behind the sword and shield. 
The armor dimmed and dinted on many a hard-fought field. 

His now the shining palace, the garden of delight, 

The palm, the robe, the diadem, the glory ever bright.” 

Bro. Lyons was united in marriage September 14, 1852, to Har- 
riet E. Ward, who survives him. Four children were born to them.

REV. FREDERICK STRONG 

Rev. Frederick Strong was born at St. Johns, New Brunswick, 
February 20th, 1832, and died at his home in Milford, Mich., on 
May 3d, 1907. He was the son of the first Methodist minister in 
Montreal or Quebec, his father having been sent over from Eng- 
land by the British conference. 

Following his early education, Bro. Strong received special 
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training for the ministry at the Sackville academy, and the first 
fifteen years of his ministerial work were spent in Prince Edward 
Island. He was married June 12th, 1853, to Miss Sarah Douse at 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, and in 1873 came to Michi- 
gan. He became a member of the Detroit Conference and took 
up the work us soon as he arrived here. He served in order the 
following charges: Reese, Tuscola, St. Charles, Bennington, Perry, 
Byron, Walled Lake, Oscola, Negaunee, Norway, Oakley and Ben- 
nington, a second term, from which place on account of the very 
feeble health of his wife, he superanuated in 1899. After one year 
out of the work he supplied the Hartland charge for one year. 

Bro. Strong was a man sound in the faith of the Gospel, having 
a clear and vigorous Christian experience. He was a forceful preach- 
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er of the Lord, and left a strong and lasting impress on the works 
he served. His labors w.ere fruitful in the salvation of souls, a 
special revival of real power visited Negaunee during his pastorate 
there. He was a hopeful and congenial man and continued so to 
life’s close, though advanced in age yet he - was loved by the 
young and was always welcome among our young people. Bro. 
Strong continued to labor cheerfully and acceptably both in and out 
of the pulpit until the close of life. He occupied the pulpit at Mil- 
ford both morning and evening on Sunday, April 14, just two 
weeks before his death. He was the teacher of a large Bible class 
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in the Sunday School. He loved the church and was always ready 
to serve in any way he could to advance her interests. 

Bro. Strong's family relations were of a type, exceedingly pure 
and tender, eleven children came to his home, ten of whom with 
he mother survive him. He was a tender, loving father and hus- 
band. Ilis children were a great joy to him, in them and thtir 
perfect kindness to him he took real pride. Bro. Strong's death 
came as a great shock to all, he was so active and energetic, that 
his sudden departure was not looked for. The funeral was held 
Monday, May 6, from the church in Milford. Rev. Dr. Washburn 
preached a most effective sermon from St. Johns Gospel 14-1:2. A 
large number of ministers were in attendance and our whole church 
and community were full of sorrow and sympathy.

REV. LODOWICK CLARK YORK 

Having attained the age of almost ninety years this grand 
man and devoted minister of Jesus Christ, who was the eldest in 
years of all the members of the Detroit Conference, passed to his 
heavenly reward on Friday, May 31, 1907. 

Brother York was born in Brookfield, Madison county, N. Y., 
December 22, 1817. His parents were early settlers in western New 
York, whither they had come from Conncticut. His father was a 
Baptist and his mother a Quaker, and both were devoted and up- 
right people, and took their children to religious services and train- 
ed them in the things of the kingdom. From his early years Bro. 
York was affectionate, sincere, pure-minded, conscientious and, in 
his way, religious. He would date his conversion with an exper- 
ience occurring in his twentieth year at a Methodist camp-meet- 
ing held some three miles from his home, at which he freely and 
distinctively consecrated himself to God and fully trusted in Jesus 
Christ as his Saviour. A great peace and a warm joy filled his 
soul, which at times became a minister of the gospel. It did not 
become a clear experience with him at once, nor did he find him- 
self ready to recognize it as a positive call of God. He distrusted 
his own abilities and qualifications, and was absorbed at the time 
in the work of teaching, and was cherishing ambitions in that 
sphere of usefulness. 

In August, 1845, he was married to Miss Frances D. Collester, 
the daughter of a physician.

vantages. During this time the church at Howell lost its pastor, 
and Bro York was solicited to preach and to fill out the year as 
pastor. This request brought to a crisis the struggle that had been 
going on within him for twenty years or so, whether he would 
preach or not. His conclusion was to yield to the inward pressure 
of the Spirit and the outward summons of the church, and he con- 
sented to act as preacher for the Howell church for the rest of that 
year, and decided to apply for admission to the Detroit conference 
in the fall. This he did and at the first session at which the con- 
ference was organized at Adrian he was received on trial, and his 
ministry has been coincident with the history of that body up to 
the present. 

Bro. York’s appointments were Brighton, Corunna, Ontonagon, 
Monroe, Holly, Flushing, assistant pastor Flint, Medina, Clayton, 
Brighton (second time), Wayne, Denton, Williamston, Dearborn, 
Denton (second time), Belleville. In all these charges he served 
with success, edifying the church, witnessing conversions and im- 
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proving the church property. In every ease he left a charge stronger 
than he found it, and in some cases had revivals of great sweep 
and remarkable power. 

While pastor at Flushing he was appointed county superinten- 
dent of public schools, and finding that this office required most of 
his time, he received for the ensuing two years a nominal appoint- 
ment in Flint, where he lived, and gave himself during those years 
to educational interests. 



Bro. York was a man of accurate scholarship and great pre- 
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cision of thought. In mathematics he was an adept and even a 
marvel, and in his teaching he made a specialty of that science, in 
which he signally excelled. 

While the mildest of men, he at the same time possessed a 
fearless courage and faced dangers that would have made timid 
men quail. He possessed in the fullest degree the confidence and 
love of his brethren. 

in 1886 he became a superannuate after thirty successive and 
successful years of labor in the itinerancy, and since that time made 
his home with his son, Bertrand D., living four years in William- 
ston, two in Grand Rapids and fourteen in Detroit. 

His time during these twenty years was pretty evenly divided 
between three things: First, devotional services and religious med- 
itation; second, reading and study; third, gardening, a labor in 
which he delighted and excelled. 

His eldest son died of typhoid fever in Holly, and his eldest 
daughter was married in that town to Rev. J. S. Joslin of the 
Detroit conference. Two sons, B. D. York, attorney at law in 
this city, and Francis York, organist of the Central church and di- 
rector of the Detroit conservatory of music, and Mrs. Joslin are 
the surviving children. Mrs. York has been sorely afflicted with 
rheumatism, and has been unable to leave her room for the past 
year or more. 

The interment was in the family lot at Holly, Monday, June 
3, and the funeral services held at the home, 231 Hancock avenue 
west, the Sunday preceding were ideal in form and spirit. They 
were in charge of his pastor. Rev. E. P. Bennett, of Cass Avenue 
church. Rev. J. M. Gordon offered prayer and Mrs. Charles Clem- 
ents sang “Lead, Kindly Light,’’ and “Jesus Lover of My Soul.” 
Rev. J. E. Jacklin read a biographical sketch. Rev. John Sweet, 
presiding elder, spoke of the life and qualities of Bro. York, empha- 
sizing the thought that the death of such a man was a triumph and 
not a tragedy. Rev. W. W. Washburn spoke of his personal obser- 
vations when presiding elder of Bro. York’s ministry. Rev. E. P. 
Bennett narrated the experiences of Bro. York during his closing 
days. Rev. W.« W. Ramsay offering prayer and Rev. F. D. Leete 
pronounced the benediction.

REV. RUFUS C. CRANE 

Rufus Cullen, third son of Amos and Mahala Crane, was born 
in Lockport, N. Y., January 9, 1824, and his parents joined the west- 
ward tide of emigration in 1836, and came to the then territory of 
Michigan, and settled on a farm in the township of Rose, Oakland 
county, where young Rufus grew to manhood amid the privations 
and hardships of pioneer life as it was then. 

In the hallowed atmosphere of a religious home, he was deeply 
impressed with the power and peace of the gospel, and early became 
the subject of saving grace, and was soundly converted at a eamp- 
Anna Bird, of Birmingham, and Mary, at home, remain to comfort 
meeting, July 4, 1845, and soon there came to him the clear con- 
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viction of his call to the gospel ministry, and although his educa- 
tional privileges were limited to the district schools, yet he so im- 
proved them as to qualify himself for admission to Albion Seminary, 
and there made diligent preparation for his life work. 

He joined the Michigan conference at its session in Adrian in 
1849, Bishop Hamline presiding, and was appointed to Ke-wa-wee- 
non Indian Mission, Lake Superior district, Eev. J. H. Pitezel, P. E. 
This meant for the young itinerant, long winters and deep snows, a 
country with Indian trails instead of roads, neither saw mills, 
nor grist mills, nor anything to grind, traces of civilization in patch- 
es, few and far between, long snow shoe voyages, dog trains, bur- 
rowing in the deep snow for a night’s lodging, preaching, eating, 
and sleeping in wigwams, long canoe voyages every season, long

family moves in the birchen canoe, passing up and down dangerous 
rapids, and wading through long land portages, and for the time, 
taking the place of pack-horses, perils by sea and land, if not among 
false brethren. 

This with the heathenism of the natives, and the frontier life 
among the mining population indicates the nature of his work 
there. His next appointment was Flat River, with Eli Westlake in 
charge, and where he superintended the building of the first church 
in Greenville; Grand River Indian Mission, Paris, Bennington, Byron 
and South Flint. At Byron he suffered the loss of all his household 
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goods by the burning of the parsonage, himself and family barely 
escaping with their lives from the burning building. By the division 
of the Michigan conference, he came into the Detroit conference 
at its organization in 1856, and served successively Grand Blanc, 
Oxford, Armada, Farmington, Belleville and Sheldon, Flat Rock, 
Birmingham, Commerce and Fowlerville. At the close of this pas- 
torate in 1869, on account of poor health, from overtaxing his 
strength in carrying forward a difficult church building enterprise, 
he took a superannuated relation, and settled among friends at 
Greenville. In 1883, hoping for improved health by a change of 
climate, he went to Colorado, and while there served about two 
and a half years under the Presiding Elder. He returned to Mich- 
igan in 1888, and settled at Big Rapids where he resided until his 
death. 

He served Paris and Shepherd as a supply. He served the 
church in the active ministry nearly twenty-five years, some of that 
time on hard, pioneer fields, involving building and repairing 
church property, yet taking his appointments cheerfully, only re- 
gretting his physical inability to continue in the active service of 
Christ and his church. He was a Methodist preacher, sound in the 
faith . and loyal to his Master and the doctrines of Methodism, watch- 
ful and tender as an under-shepherd, full of Christly sympathy and 
tenderness for the erring ones, and under his ministry multitudes 
were led to the Saviour, and into the Methodist church, of whom 
at least six became ministers, — one of them, one of our official 
editors, so that as he said, he preached by proxy, even after his 
retirement. Just before going to his first charge, September 17, 
1849, he was united in marriage with Miss Minerva Hickey, sister 
of Rev. Manasseh Hickey, Rev. J. S. Sutton officiating. Their wed- 
ding trip was their long and arduous journey to the mission, 250 
miles from the “Soo, ” on the shore of Lake Superior. There was a 
long delay at the “Soo, ” before a boat could be secured to reach 
the mission. In less than a month after reaching the charge, and 
after about four months of wedded life, the young itinerant sent 
this sad message to his presiding elder: “My dear Minerva was 
with me only three weeks after reaching L’Anse, (the French name 
for the mission). She bade me farewell, and the angels quickly 
flew with her thrice happy spirit, to a happier and more congenial 
clime. ’ ’ 

He was married again, April 21, 1852, to Miss Mary A. Lath- 
rop of Lansing, who after fifty-five years of happy married life 
in which she proved a help-meet indeed, tarries awhile with the 
surviving children — A. Amos Crane and Mrs. Minnie Morris, of Big 
Rapids; Mrs. O. W. Brown, of Detroit, and Harry L. Crane, of 
Boise, Idaho. For a few years his health had gradually failed, and 
last spring he went to Traverse City for treatment, and while there 
everything possible was done for him, but the “earthly tabernacle’' 
was too nearly worn out to be repaired, and after a few weeks he 
painlessly and peacefully “fell on sleep,” Saturday, June 22, 1907, 
after 62 years as a follower of his blessed Master, and 58 years as 
one of His ministers. 

The funeral services were held at his late home in Big Rapids, 
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in charge of his pastor, Rev. M. D. Carrel, assisted by Rev. N. L. 
Bray, presiding elder, and Rev. Mr. Jamieson, rector of the Episco 
pal church. Bro. Carrel furnishes this testimony concerning our 
translated comrade: “Most of his associates in the active work of 
the itinerancy have gone to their reward. Those who remain will 
be glad to know that to the last, although for several years too 
feeble to do any active service, or to attend church regularly, he 
was loyal to the church of his choice, and always solicitious of her 
welfare. His thought of his brethren was tender and sweet, and he 
always had a cheery word for his pastor. He was a good man and 
his memory will be fragrent to those who knew him best.'’ •

REV. WILLIAM CLEMENS CLEMO 

A noble soul, a great preacher and a beloved brother has gone 
from us. William Clemens Clemo is dead. His spirit went up to 
God from his parsonage home in Au Sable, Michigan, on Saturday, 
Sept. 7th, 1907, and on the following Monday the writer conducted 
a funeral service and paid a heart tribute to his • character and 
memory. 

His life story, very briefly told, runs as follows: Born in Home- 

bush, near St. Austell, Cornwall, England, February 14th, 1840; spent 
the first twenty-four years of his life in his native land, following 
first the occupation of a miner, later that of a bookkeeper. Came 
to America in 1864 and for three years engaged in mining and 
school teaching in the copper country, this state. In September of 
1867 he entered the Normal school at Ypsilanti where he studied for 
one year. The Detroit Conference in the fall of 1868 sent him as 
junior preacher to South Lyon Circuit. The year 1869 finds him again 
teaching school and also studying medicine, into which profession he 
graduated in 1874. He practiced as a physician until 1894. In that 
year he joined the Detroit Conference. He served the following 
charges: Pt. Austin, three years; Bad Axe, three yars; Birmingham, 

two yars; Flat Rock, one year; Escanaba, two years; Ishpeming, 
three years; Iron Mountain, one year; Iron wood, five year.^; Pewabic 
Church, Hancock, two years, and Au Sable, one year. ^ 

Our brother was twice married. Aug. 18th, '68, he became the 
husband of Rachel E. Brown, of Putnam, Livingston county, Mich. 
She died June 24th, 1882. Four sons were born of this marriage: 
Thomas W., Arthur W., Ernest W. and Cleo W. The third of these 
sons died in infancy. His second wife was Miss Ida L. Fuller, of 
Pinckney, Mich., to whom he was married Nov. 6th, 1883, and who 
survives him. Five children were born of this union: Pearl, Hattie 

Rae, Ida Irene, Fletcher and L 'Estelle. The latter died in infancy. 

An analysis of Bro. Clemo 's character would reveal the follow- 
ing elements of strength: He had decided intellectual ability. He 

thought clearly and logically and could express himself forcefully 
and eloquently. He was a preacher of more than ordinary power 
i*nd a debater whose voice was often heard on the floor of Detroit 
Conference and in other deliberative bodies. He was a man of pro- 
found convictions and had the courage to proclaim those convic- 
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tions. In him the Bible, Evangelical Christianity and the prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traflBic had an able and uncompromising advocate 
and defender. 

Brother Clemo was a faithful pastor as well as an able preacher 
and administrator and all interests of the Church were carefully 
cared for and guarded by his watchful eye. As a demolisher of 
Church debts he had eminent success, notably at Ishpeming and 
Ironwood. 

As a husband and father he was faithful, tender, kind, and 
greatly interested in the welfare of his children, all of whom high- 
ly respected and greatly loved him; the four living sons, as a final 
mark of respect, acting as pall-bearers to carry the loved form of 
father to its last resting place at Memphis, Mich. 

He bore his final suffering which was most intense, with great 
fortitude and met the last enemy without a tremor. His outlook 
for the future was clear, his faith in God sublime. And there was 
“No moaning of the bar when he put out to sea” and he has heard 
the great Pilot’s “well done” on the “Golden Shore” of Eternity.

MRS. MARY E. WRIGHT 

Mary Emma Wright, wife of Pev. Henry W. Wright, was born 
near Wauseon, Ohio, March 16, 1841, and died at the residence of 
her son, Alfred N. Wright, of Dundee, Mich., December 5, 1906. 

She was the daughter of Uriel and Elizabeth Spencer. For 
some years her father was an effective minister of the Methodist 
Episcopal church in Western New York and in Northern Ohio. Pre- 
vious to her birth, loss of health and voice compelled his retire- 
ment from the active ranks. 

She had the inestimable benefit of training in a Christian 
home. The fruits of which were abundant in after life. When four 
years of age she came with her parents to Raisin, Lenawee county, 
Mich. Eight years later her father died, leaving her and a younger 
sister to the care of the widowed mother. 

When about eighteen years of age, while a student of Raisin 
Institute, in a prayer meeting led by the principal of the school, 
F. M. Alcott, she yielded her heart to Christ and ever after was 
His faithful follower. At twenty years of age she became a stu- 
dent of Adrian College, where she met her now bereaved hus- 
band. They were married October 25, 1863. During four years 
her husband was a pastor in the Wesleyan Methodist Connection, 
when poor health compelled his retirement from active work. Re- 
covering his health he united with the Detroit Conference of the 
M. E. church, and she again cheerfully took up the burdens and 
duties of the itinerancy. For twenty-five years she walked by her 
husband’s side an efficient helper in the work of the ministry, and 
six years as the wife of a Superannuated Preacher. In all her 
school life she took first place as a student and was very efficient 
as a Christian worker leading many fellow students to Christ. As a 
pastor’s wife, she was very, helpful in revivals, especially in altar 
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service, by counsel and prayer helping seeking souls into the 
kingdom. 



She had great joy in Sunday School work, winning many who 
entered her classes unsaved to Christ and impressing all with 
high ideals of Christian life and character. 

She was very much interested in the work of the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. On each of three charges of Flint Dis- 
trict where the itinerant system placed her, she organized an aux- 
iliary of this society and one on the Ann Arbor District after su- 
jjerannuation. She started influence that brought one bequest of 
$2,000 to this society. 

During most of her life she was a great sufferer from dis- 
ease. Two years before her death, while undergoing treatment in 
the cancer institute she manifested the power of Divine grace to 
sustain the soul under the most intense physical suffering, a re- 
markable contrast between her and some other patients who were 
destitute of this grace. The end was peaceful. 

Her husband, Kev. H. W. Wright, two sons, Alfred N. Wright, 
of Dundee, Mich., and Professor George W. Wright, of Centreville, 
California, and a sister, Mrs. Martha E. Pease of Pomeroy, Wash., 
mourn their loss. 

Funeral services were held at the residence of her son, Alfred, 
near Dundee, December 8, conducted by Eev. J. D. McLouth and 
Eev. A. T. Camburn. Also the same day at two p. m., in the 
Presbyterian church in Eaisin. Here the services were under the 
direction of Bro. McLouth who spoke briefly of her life and work. 
Eev. E. M. Moore read the scripture lesson, Eev. W. M. Ward com- 
mended the bereaved ones to God in prayer, and Eev. T. J. Joslin 
who had been the loved and trusted Presiding Elder of the family 
on two districts, paid a heartfelt tribute to her life work in the 
itinerancy. Eev. Mr. Dunning, pastor of the church, closed with 
prayer. 

The interment was in the nearby cemetery by the remains of 
her father, of her brother, and of her daughter, there to await 
the resurrection of the just. 



MRS. CATHERINE M. BARTLETT 

Mrs. Catherine M. Bartlett was born May 14th, 1827, in an 
English village whose velvety lawns, beautiful hedges and lofty 
trees were indelibly photographed upon her mind. 

When she was about seven years old her father’s family, con- 
sisting of four boys and four girls, of whom she was the youngest 
came to America and after some wandering settled near Ionia, being 
among the pioneers of Grand Eiver Valley. - 

Though possessing few worldly goods, the family, allied by 
birth to some of England’s choice spirits, had received a rich in- 
heritance of religious faith and Methodist training. 

The mother was in the habit of repeating to her children 
from an apparently inexhaustible memory, lengthy passages from 
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the Bible, Milton, Shakespeare and other classics, while Aesops’ 
Fables served them for fairy tales. 

Most of them possessed beautiful voices which they were trained 
to use in the service of the church and thus, at an early age, little 
Catherine began to sing the grand old hymns which, with a voice 
still clear and true, she sang at four score years. 

When very young she professed her love for the Saviour and 
joined the Methodist church in which her father, Jesse Stevenson, 
was a classleader. 

Life was hard in those early days. Fever and ague lurked 
about the land newly reclaimed from swamp and forest. 

The fare was coarse and the houses rude. The nearest school 
house was four miles away; but little Catherine, nothing daunted, 
trudged the long, lonely road thither regularly in all weather. As 
she grew older many other difficulties stood in the way to learning, 
but in spite of all she obtained a good education for those days and 
was for some years before her marriage, a valued teacher in the 
Ionia schools. 

Her father’s house was, for years, the home of the itinerants. 
Many of the men whose names we hold in the greatest reverence 
were frequent visitors at “Father Stevenson’s.” 

In 1856 she became the wife of A. E. Bartlett, then a young 
preacher who had filled several appointments in that part of the 
state. 

They were married in the little Ionia church and soon after the 
ceremony started in a sleigh across the country to Lexington on the 
shores of Lake Huron. 

From that day she and her husband labored ceaselessly for the 
uplift of church and people. 

Their ideals were high and often far in advance of their time. 

Mrs. Bartlett has been aptly likened to a prophetess in her quick 
perception of right and her readiness to voice her convictions, some 
of which seem in the light of later years truly inspirations. 

Thus she and her husband resolutely advocated the methods of 
church finance which today are recognized as Scriptural and bus- 
iness-like but were then decidedly unpopular. 

Her interests were broad and her sympathies keen. 

On every church or political issue she not only had a decided 
opinion, but felt in it almost a personal interest. The victims of 
oppression whether of Intemperance or Slavery; Church or State had 
her deepest sympathy, and her eldest daughter’s first memory is 
of tears while the church bells were tolling at the time of John 
Brown’s execution. 

A prominent Methodist has lately said that he would rather 
be rocked in the cradle of a Methodist parsonage, than in that of a 
king s palace. 

This is not such an antithesis as it seems when we consider the 
beautiful homes which the church is coming to provide for its 
ministers. 

But forty years ago it was not so. Many a minister’s daughter 
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is reminded by the sight of a peculiarly dilapidated, unattractive S 

house of the homes of her childhood. 

Mrs. Bartlett’s energy and love of beauty and order triumphed 
over tumble-down parsonages. 

Each one in its turn became known as the house with the beau- 
tiful garden and each interior was transformed so far as could be 
done with the means at her command. 

And so for forty-three years this devoted man and wife labored 
for their Master in every department of the church. |j 

Eight years ago they retired from the active work and five | 

years ago he was called to his heavenly home. | 

During tne years of her widowhood she has been a member f 

of the Woodward Avenue church, attending its services whenever her 
health permitted and deriving great comfort from the sermons and ^ 

visits of her pastor. 

The class meeting was her delight. Nothing could hurt her 1 

as did any departure from the faith and practice of the church to 
which she had given her life ’s service and for whose honor she \ 

was jealous to the last. 

After an illness of ten days, she departed to the heavenly home 
on March 9th, 1907. 

She was vouchsafed a glorious vision of her future home which 
removed all fear of death. “Beautiful,” “Superb,” “All is love 
here,” were words with which she tried to describe what she saw 
for those whose “eyes were holden.” r 

“It is all right,” she said to her weeping daughter and almost ! 

her last words were: “This is what God gives to those who serve I 

Him.” ^

MRS. MARY E. MOON I

Mrs. Mary E. Moon was born in the town of Washington, 

Macomb county, Mich., October 25, 1844, and died in Bay City, April 

1, 1907. ^ 

She was the child of Joseph and Maria Rose. The home training 
was of a simple and devout character. She was possessed of a 
bright mind and was often a prize-winner in school. Her education I 

was received in the public schools and in the Disco academy, which 
under the principalship of Hon. A. M. Keeler, in those days was a ■ 

famous school. Bereft of her mother before she had reached woman- 
hood, she assisted in maintaining the home until that was broken up. 

She spent some years in teaching. On June 7, 1871, she was married 

to Lewis N. Moon, then a young newspaper man of the city of I 

Flint. Soon after marnage she came to Bay City with her husnand. 

In 1874 she took up the duties of a pastor’s wife. This was the joy 
of her life, although for many years it involved many hardships inci- 
dent to the small income of an itinerant’s life on the frontiers. She 
was a devout woman of the somewhat mystical type, loving retire- 
ment and quiet communion with God. She revered the church, had 
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profound regard for God's law, the Sabbath, the Bible and the ordi- 
nances of religion. She was a very efficient worker in personal 
evangelism. Few could excel her in dealing with inquiring souls, 
or in personal exhortation to the unsaved. When her husband was 
made presiding elder of Bay City district she came to Bay City to 
reside, and immediately identified herself with the Madison Avenue 
church, and manifested intense interest in all the work of the society. 
Not strong physically, she could not engage as she desired in the 
various activities of the church, but she impressed all her associates 
with the earnestness of her spirit and the fulness of her consecration. 
Her chief joy was in her home. Upon husband and children she 
lavished a wealth of affection which was measureless. One child, 
a little girl, went before her to the heavenly home years ago. Four 
sons, all growQ to manhood and having established homes of their 
own, revere her memory and call her blessed. Merl B. and Harry 
E. reside in C hicago, Max L. in Bay City, and Rev. Faye A., pastor 
of our church in Sheridan, 111. March 21 that dreaded disease pneu- 
monia seized upon her and rapidly consumed life’s powers. Provi- 
dentially Brother Moon was able to be with her during tne ten days 
of her final illness. All that medical skill and loving care could do 
was done, but without avail. She passed to her eternal reward 
April 1, mourned by all who knew her, for no one could know her 
intimately without becoming convinced of her saintly character. 
Funeral services were held in the church on Wednesday afternoon, 
her pastor preaching the sermon and the other Methodist pastors of 
the city assisting in the services and acting as pall bearers. 



MRS. WM. TUTTLE 

Ellen B. Tuttle, wife of Rev. Wm. Tuttle, of the Detroit Con- 
ference, died, at their home in Weatherford, Oklahoma, sometime 
during the night of .July 6, none knowing just th& time of her go- 
ing as she slipped quietly away in her sleep. 

She was the daughter of James Butterfield, one of the pioneer 
residents of the Saginaw county and was eminently fitted by nature 
to be the wife of an itinerant frontier Methodist preacher, as she 
had a blessed knack of making much out of little and so succeeded 
in making the small amount of salary received in those early days 
suffice to meet the needs of a growing family. 

Mrs. Tuttle was a great help to her husband in all his church 
work, being especially helpful to him during his labors among the 
Indians of the Saginaw county. 

Being of a strong character herself, ever hopeful of the future, 
seemingly never discouraged no matter how dark the outlook or 
how rough and hard the way, she was a constant guide and helper, 
not only to her own family but to all with whom she came in con- 
tact and so always held a close place in the hearts of all who 
knew her. 

Some 25 years ago upon her husband's superannuating because 
of failing health, they moved to Ypsilanti for the sake of the educa- 
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tional advantages there afforded the children, and for years she 
helped care for the family by boarding and rooming college stu- 
dents until her health gave out under the strain. 

Three years ago she and Mr. Tuttle went to Oklahoma to be near 
their daughters. 

Four children were born to them: Eddy, of Seattle, Wash.; 

Lincoln J., of Douglass, Ariz.; Mrs. E. T. House and Mrs. Austin Wil- 
ber, of Weatherford, Oklahoma. Of these four, the youngest, Mrs. 
Wnber, proceeded her mother to the better land by oiiiy a few months 
leaving two little ones over whom Mrs. Tuttle exercised a most 
loving and tender care until she too passed away, having never rallied 
from the shock of her daughter's sudden death. 

So, in the 70th year of her age, she was laid away by the side 
of her loved daughter and those who are left, mourn not as those who 
have no comfort, for they know they will soon meet her again in 
that better land where sorrow and parting never come.

ANNIVEBSABIES AND ADDBESSES 
Wednesday, Sept. 11th, 1907 

Semi-Centennial Sermon. — At 2:00 o’clock in the afternoon, 
Dr, I. E. Springer, who had completed fifty years of ministerial 
labor, delivered a sermon of marked beauty of thought and diction, 
in which he recounted the experiences of a long and exceptionally 
successful life of service in the church 

W. H. M. S. — At 3:30 p. m., Dr. T. P. Frost, of Evanston, 111., 
was the speaker at the anniversary exercises of the Woman’s Home 
Mi sionary Society. In a clear, forceful address he showed the need 
of America and the marvelous opportunity before the women of 
Methodism. At the close of the address Mrs. Geo. O. Eobinson 
spoke for a few minutes, further emphasizing the need of conse- 
crated service.

Judge Artman was introduced and in an address 
that was argumentative, forceful, logical and therefore convincing 
he proved that the saloon has no legal status in these United 
States. 

W. F. M. S. — At the same hour, in the lecture room, a large 
company of ladies listened to a very interesting address on the 
work of the Women’s Foreign Missionary Society by Dr. Margaret 
Lewis of India.

All the Deaconesses under the supervision of this Board are 
connected with the Detroit Deaconesses Home at 53 Elizabeth 
Street, This Home is controlled by the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society and its trustees are elected by a joint Conference of the 
Conference Executive Board of that Society, and this Board of 
Nine. Those chosen for the coming year are as follows: J. E. 

Jacklin, John Sweet, S. W. Hornpr, C. W. Baldwin, George O. Rob- 
inson, C. B. Gray, John Stevens, Elmer Houser, and the following 
women: Mesdames W. H. Brace, J. W. Price, S. A. Hitchcock, A. 

H. Piper, G. H- Stalker, J. S. Vernor, Geo. O. Robinson, R. S. Mason, 
Ira B. Tietsort, James Sterratt. 

The property occupied by the Home is valued at over $10,000, 
on which insurance of $4,000 is carried. The institution is abso- 
lutely free from debt. 

The following figures, selected from the annual report of the 
Treasurer at the close of the fiscal year, July 1st, *1907, sufficiently 
exhibits the current receipts and expenses of the Home: 

Balance on hand July 1st, 1906, $184.75; received from churches, 
$2443.14; from dividends, $569.25; from nurses’ services, $61.50; 
miscellaneous, $15; from notes, $500.00; total $4355.00. 

Expenditures: Allowances, $1198; house expenses, $590.00; 

supplies, $420.62; Tillman mission, $423.25; repairs, $633.97; coal. 
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$198.16; gas, $116.80; printing, $87.73; ice, $15.65; steam heat, 
$93.27; electric light, $7.71; telephone, $29.45; travelling expenses, 
$26.45; notes and interest, $305.97; care of furnace, $32.00; balance 
on hand, $153.77; total, $4355.00. 

From the reports of the very able and efficient superintendent, 
we show the following statement, showing a very small part of the 
work done: Hours spent in study, 454; in special work, 240; in 

miscellaneous work, 2498; in nursing, 1609; persons nursed. 111; 
families aided, 360; bibles given, 51; banquets, 86; comfortables 
and blankets given out, 71; quarts of fruit, 700; papers and tracts, 
3123; garments, 3486; persons induced to attend church, 46; child- 
ren secured tor Sunday school, 158; church letters secured, 37; sit- 
uations secured, 31; meetings attended, 2498; addresses delivered, 
90; communications sent, 564; received, 540; calls received at 
Home, 1312; total calls made, 14,034. 

These statistics cannot state the real accomplishment of these 
devoted women. That lies in the realm of spiritual facts and forces 
which no figures can measure. It is safe to state few churches hav- 
ing the same expense budget can show anything like the religious 
and philanthropic work done by our Deaconess Home.

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DETROIT CORPORATE CONFERENCE. 

The Detroit Corporate Conference held its session in the City of 
Detroit, September 11, 1907, Rev. J. E. Jacklin in the chair. The 
secretary, Seth Reed, presented the following: 

Report of Trustees of 
DETROIT ANNUAL CONFERENCE 

Dear Brethren: 

The Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church was incorporated in the City of Detroit on November 28, 
1876, by the following persons, viz: James M. Fuller, Seth Reed, 
Elijah H. Pilcher, John M. Arnold, Alanson R. Bartlett, William 
Fox, Alfred F. Bourns, Rayner S. Pardington and Lewis R. Fiske. 
The statute under which the incorporation was effected limited the 
life of the same to thirty years. In view of this a meeting of the 
trustees of the Conference was held in the City of Detroit in No- 
vember 26, 1906, at which there were present: Roland Woodhams, 

I. E. Springer, W. G. Nixon, W. H. Shier, J. D. Halliday, J. M. 
Gordon, C. W. Baldwin, J. E. Jacklin and Seth Reed. These persons 
proceeded to reincorporate the Detroit Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church by adopting and signing Articles of As- 
sociation in the presence of Notary Public Bert York who took their 
acknowledgements. Copies of the Articles of Association were filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State, also in the office of the 
clerk of Wayne Co., Mich. The Act under which the incorporation 
-is effected is entitled Act No. 171 Public Acts of 1903, State of 
Michigan. 

At a meeting of the incorporators held in the City of Detroit, 
September 9, 1907, the following By-Laws were adopted, viz; 

' BY-LAWS. • 

Detroit Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

MEETINGS 

Section I. — Regular Meetings. — The Board of Trustees shall 
meet at least twice each year. Once at the Conference session after 
the annual meeting, for the election of officers and the appointment 
of committees and once in Detroit upon the call of the President 
and Secretary near the close of the year to receive the reports of 
officers and to prepare a statement for the annual meeting. 

Section H. — Special Meetings. — Special meetings of the Bpard 
of Trustees shall be called by the Secretary upon the request of 
the President, due notice of such meeting to be given to each 
trustee. 

Section m. — Annual Meeting. — The annual meeting of the De- 
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troit Annual Conference (Incorporated) shall be held at the seat 
of the Annual Conference each year on the second day of the ses- 
sion at which time the report of the Board of Trustees shall be 
submitted and the election of trustees held. 

Section IV. — Trustees. — The first Board of Trustees shall be 
elected as follows: Three for one year, three for two years, and 

three for three years. Thereafter all trustees shall be elected for 
a term of three years. 

The Board of Trustees shall, in the interim of the annual meet- 
ings, act for the body corporate in all matters of current business 
with full power. 

Section V. — Quorum. — Five members of the Board of Trustees 
shall constitute a quorum of that body. 

Section VI. — Officers. — The officers of this conference shall be 
a President, a Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Conference 
and Board of Trustees and perform all duties belonging to the office 
of President. 

The Vice-President shall render the President such assistance as 
he may require and in the absence of the President he shall per- 
form his duties. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of all the meetings of the 
Conference and the Board of Trustees. B[e shall conduct all needful 
correspondence and perform such other duties as belong to his 
office. 

The Treasurer shall receive and care for all monies belonging 
to the Conference and invest the same upon the order of the Board 
of Trustees or the Finance Committee. 

He shall keep a record of all receipts and disbursements and 
prepare an annual statement. He shall give bonds whenever in the 
judgment of the Board of Trustees it seems advisable, the expense 
to be borne by the Conference. 

Section VII. — Committees. — The Board of Trustees shall elect 
a Finance Committee, an Auditing Committee and such other, com- 
mittees as may be needed. 

The Finance Committee shall consist of three trustees who shall 
consider all applications for loans submitted to them and no loan 
shall be made without their approval. 

An Auditing Committee shall be appointed to examine the se- 
curities and the books of the Conference and shall be ready to re- 
port at the second regular meeting of the Board of Trustees each 
year. 

Section VIII. — Legal Documents. — The President and Secretary 
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shall make conveyances, discharge mortgages and transact all legal 
business of the Conference authorized by the Finance Committee 
or the Board of Trustees. 

Section IX. — Amendments. — These By-Laws may be amended at 
any annual meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting. 

At the meeting of the trustees, September 9, 1906, the treas- 
urer, J. M. Gordon, presented his annual report and statement which 
were referred to the auditing committee and by them reported back 
as c6rrect. 

The report shows the whole amount of funds now in the hands 
of the Conference in notes, mortgages, certificates of deposit and 
cash, to be $17,694.46. Deducting from this the Osborn fund and 
its interest, $530.40, the ‘ Lowe fund and its interest, $520, the 
Forestville Church claim, $200, and the Mary E. Bartholomew fund, 
$500, and the balance shows the .amount of the Winter fund proper 
in principal and interest to be $15,944.06. 

The board recommended that $900 from the interest account 
be turned over to the interest account of the Superannuated Preach- 
ers^ Aid Society to be disbursed according to their rules; and that 
$20.40 from the Osborn fund be paid to the Church Extension So- 
city, and $20 from the G. W. Lowe fund be paid to the Conference 
Stewards, according to the wills in each case. 

This being the first meeting of the present Corporate Confer- 
ence it will be necessary to elect the entire board of trustees, and 
the following nominations are respectfully made, viz: 

For one year. — ^Wm. H. Shier, J. D. Halliday, J. M. Gordon. 

For two years. — C. W. Baldwin, Seth Eeed, J. E. Jacklin 

For three years. — Boland Woodhams, I. E. Springer, W. G. 
Nixon. •

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EDUCATION 

This is the annual declaration of our belief in education. In 
its essential character Christianity is in harmony with the higher 
and the highest education. That great commandment, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy mind, either presupposes or 
predetermines the school, the college, the university, and any other 
institution that may be necessary for the development of the in- 
tellect of man. “With all thy mind^’ is a phrase covering boun- 
daries that continually expand, and powers that continually in- 
crease. The Christian conception necessarily involves education in 
order that this human life may fulfill itself in its broader views, its 
higher appreciations, its more vigorous grasp and its constructive 
power. 

And we believe the altats of God are not best served by ignor- 
ance. Intelligentce, thoroughly consecrated, is in his hand pre- 
sumably more effective than consecrated ignorance. The world 
will inevitably come under the leadership of the trained, the 
equipped. The doubts of the age are not to be answered by stu- 
pidly closing our eyes to their presence. The disbelief of knowledge, 
which we hold to be as groundless as the unbelief of ignorance 
must surely somewhere have sufficient reply in' the fulness of God’s 
truth. Truth, an intellectual word, is one of the key words of the 
Bible. And in a world whose author is God there can be no conflict 
between truth in science and truth in religion, and to shout, “War, 
war,” when there is none may be as inimical to the cause of right- 
eousness as to cry, “Peace, peace,” when there is none. Thank 
God, the wounds of knowledge may be healed by more knowledge. 

But we also recognize the peril that attends the exclusive edu- 
cation of any one of our faculties and' deeply believe that proper 
educational influences should be brought to bear upon mind, heart 
and will. So, happy to have participated in Albion’s noteworthy 
celebration and proud of her justly won honors we express our 
profound conviction that young life is better for such favorable 
moral influences as are there offered. And in our various charges 
we pledge to seek students for Albion, to help to add to the per- 
manent funds of the institution and to aim toward securing ten 
cents per member as our contribution towards the expenses of the 
college. We pledge all this, and at the same time appreciatingly 
S3anpathize with our church in Ann Arbor in its very difficult task 
of, unaided, caring for the nearly eight hundred students of Meth- 
odist affiliations who, from all parts of the world, attend the state 
university 

The reports from Garrett Biblical Institute, from Northwestern 
University, from Boston Theological School and from the Ameri- 
can University to-be, reveal a sense of mission that is sanctified 
by far reaching moral purpose and a success in results that augurs 
well for kingdom of God.

It was moved, seconded and carried that the names of the three 
delegates who appeared to have the next highest number of votes 
cast should be declared the Eeserve delegates. It was also moved, 
seconded and carried that the secretary be instructed to cast the 
unanimous ballot of th Conference in favor of these three delegates. 
The secretary cast the ballot accordingly for E. O. Spalding, 1; D. 
W. Powell, 2; and E. J. West, 3. 

Mr. Tory presented the following resolutions and moved their 
adoption.

Whereas, The Detroit Conference now in session is to visit 
Albion on Saturday for the purpose of a semi-centennial reunion 
meeting, with the Michigan Conference and a visit to Albion Col- 
lege, and has invited this body to join the movement, 

Therefore Be It Resolved, That we accept the invitation, and go 
to Albion with our Pastor Brethren. That we rejdice in the splen- 
did contributions to the morals and manhood of this great State 
made by these two Conferences of our beloved Methodism. That 
we deeply appreciate the good work being done by Albion College, 
and pledge to our Denominational School for the State our warmest 
sympathy, and constant and liberal support. Motion seconded and 
carried. 

Mr. Tory moved that the resolution relative to Ministerial 
Eepresentation in the General Conference be taken up and disposed 
of. Seconded and carried. 

The vote on the respective resolutions was as follows: 

First — Ayes,l ; nays, 196. 

Second. — Ayes, 72; nays, 41. 

Third. — Ayes, 13; nays, 63. 

Fourth. — Ayes, 2; nays, 70. 

The chairman here vacated the chair and Prof. D. W. Springer, 
representing the Detroit Lay Men’s Association took the chair. 

The committee on nominations presented its report, which was 
as follows: (This report was not delivered to the secretary of the 

Lay Electoral Conference. Prof. D. W. Springer probably has 
this report.) On motion duly seconded and carried the report was 
adopted. 

The report of the treasurer, W. T. Palmer, was then presented, 
and on motion duly made, seconded and carried, the same was 
adopted and placed on file. The Conference chairman then resumed 
the chair. 

The committee on resolutions here presented its report as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That the chair appoint a committee of three to draft 
a memorial to the General Conference to provide by appropriate

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OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 

The search of the Board for suitable property for an Old Peo- 
ple’s Home, and finally the gift of a site by the Hon. Frank P. 
Glazier, of Chelsea, with $1,000.00 a year to be expended upon, the 
grounds for ten years, and an additional gift of $5,000.00 toward a 
building and a like sum for this purpose by his mother, Mrs. Emily 
P. Glazier, was embodied in our report to Conference last year. 

The erection of a building has been the chief business of the 
Board for the past year. At a meeting held October 22nd, Bro. 
Horace P. Dennis, Hon. Frank P. Glazier, Eev. E. P. Bennett and 
Junius E. Beal, of Ann Arbor, were constituted a building commit- 
tee with authority to employ an architect, decide on details of plan, 
and to secure bids for the construction of a building. A building 
40x100 ft., three stories above basement, the material of which is 
hard brick trimmed with sandstone and resting on a foundation of 
native stone has been erected. A hallway runs the entire length of 
the building on each floor; on each side of these are living rooms to 
the number of about forty, each of which is furnished with a clothes 
press. Besides these, there is a chapel, office and general sitting 
room on the first floor and a sitting room on the second floor, and in 
the basement a large dining room, kitchen, store rooms and laundry. 

Ground was broken for this building on October 11th. The 
event was marked by appropriate services, both on the grounds and 
at the Church. On January 17th the corner stone was laid. This 
also was marked by very interesting and appropriate services. It 
was a day of profound gratitude for God’s blessing upon the enter- 
prise so far and of inspiration and hope for the work yet to be 
done. On each occasion the ladies of the Church at Chelsea served 
a bountiful dinner which was greatly appreciated by the large num- 
bers that were there from out of town. The building is rapidly 
nearing completion and services dedicating it to its benevolent and 
Christian purpose will be held about the middle of October. 

The contract price of the building is $25,760.00. Some slight 
inexpensive changes and additions, the architects charges of 2 1-2 
per cent; the electric light fixtures, the window shades and some 
other necessary expenditures will bring the cost of the building up to 
about $27,500. Subscriptions to the building fund have been paid 
in and turned over to the contractors to the amount of $18,461.51. 
We have unpaid subscriptions to this fund amounting to about 
$7,000.00. Total amount of Building Fund $25,461.51. This falls 
$2,000.00 short of meeting the cost of the building. Toward this we 
are glad to say there are some subscriptions in sight. 

xt is estimated that the complete furnishing of the building will 
cost $4,000.00 or $5,000.00. It is not the purpose to raise this all at 
once, but gradually as it is needed by the gradual increase of the 
members of the Home. 

The Board have planned to avoid as far as possible making 
the Home dependent, for current expenses, upon collections from 
the churches. So they are endeavoring to raise an endowment fund 
the income of which shall, to a considerable extent at least, meet 
these expenses. Already quite a generous response has been made 
to their call, and $8,050 paid in as the beginning of this fund. 

The admission fund amounts to $5,225. This is a fund which 
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is most conscientiously guarded. Only 10 per cent, each year of 
what each person pays on admission can be used for maintainance, 
and this only for six years. After this time the fund cannot be 
touched till after the death of the person; this provision is intended 
to guarantee to the Board the certainty of its ability to carry out 
its contract wih those who enter the Home. 

We have invested $11,550, the total income of which to date is 
, $628.64. 

Through the generous offer of the Church at Chelsea to provide 
a place we were able to open a temporary home last November; 
in this home there are now six members. It is under the efficient 
management of Mrs. Seth Reed, while Bro. Reed sustains the relation 
of Corresponding Secretary to the Board of Management. The ex- 
pense of maintaining this temporary home up to date has been 
$1,064.70. This has been secured by special donations to this pur- 
pose which with the 10 per cent, of the admission fees mentioned 
above constitute the Expense Fund. 

The monies of the institution you observe are divided into these 
distinct funds; the Expense Fund, the Admission Fund, made un of 
admission payments, and the Endowment Fund. 

A competent landscape gardener has laid out the grounds into 
winding walks and drives, flower beds and groups of shrubbery, and 
thousands of shrubs and trees are already planted. The approach 
to the grounds is through a large and beautiful gateway, artistically 
constructed of native stone. All of this has been done without a dol- 
lar of expense to the Board by the generous donor of the grounds. 

The outlook of this enterprise is very encouraging. This is to 
be one of the prominent institutions of the Conference, but it in- 
volves a heavy responsibility; much time and thought of the Board 
of Management and the warm sympathy and liberal gifts of our 
people. 

The following members of the Board of Trustees who were 
elected for a term of one year at our last session; we nominate for 
a term of three years, viz:

Mason. 

In place of Bro. L. K. Sundstrom who has not time at present 
to give to the work of this Board we nominate F. W. Olds.

TEMPEKANCE EEPOET. 

The year that has just passed has been a year of encouraging 
advance in temperance sentiment throughout the United States and 
some foreign countries as well. No note of discouragement ought 
to burden the annual reports of church temperance committees. 

The tide of opposition against the liquor traffic seems to be 
rising higher every day and registering itself in many strong and 
practical ways. 

The manufacture and sale of absinthe has been prohibited 
throughout all Belgium. France has become so agitated over the 
growing evils of the use of intoxicants that it has called large con- 
ventions of her wisest and most distinguished men to discuss mea- 
sures of reform. English temperance legislators have come near 
winning a great victory over the rum trade, and wDl succeed ere 
long. 

In the United States all the mightiest forces of a constantly 
advancing civilization seem to be massing themselves against the 
liquor interests. It may be safely declared that in this country 
today the attitude of science, industry, education, religion, high 
grade journalism, sociology, law, enlightened labor, capital, busi- 
ness, economics, art, literature, and general public sentiment all 
prophesy the overthrow of the liquor traffic. 

In the last twelve months several more states have passed pro- 
hibitory amendments to their constitutions cutting off millions of 
dollars worth of revenue to the state, and destroying the property 
values of vast enterprises in the form of distilleries and breweries. 

Solid statistics have led the intelligent voter to see that the 
prohibition of the manufacture and sale of intoxicants is not sim- 
ply a moral but an economic issue, and that wherever the saloon 
utterly disappears there financial prosperity seems assured. 

Men in great masses are beginning logically to conclude that 
the liquor traffic is the moral enemy of progress, of prosperity and 
peace, the despoiler of men and the terror of women; the cloud 
that shadows the face of innocent childhood; the demon that has 
dug more graves and sent more souls unforgiven to judgment than 
all the pestilences that have wasted the life of man since God 
sent the plagues of Egypt, and all the wars that have slaughtered 
humanity since Joshua stood before Jericho down to the present 
day butcheries of Eussia. 

The prohibition of the liquor traffic can no longer be called a 
local or simply moral question. It has taken on a political aspect 
in Kentucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, Mississippi, Texas, Ohio, and 
Oklahoma. The time seems rapidly approaching when the Demo- 
cratic and Eepublican parties in every state in the union will be 
compelled to assume something more than a patronizing attitude to- 
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wards this great issue. And such an acknowledgement on their 
part in certain states is the most encouraging sign of the times. 
For if the saloon is ever to be totally destroyed from among us the 
battle against it must advance from defensive tactics and gorilla 
warfare in ten thousand local communities to the enlistment of the 
millions of home loving patriots in thorough going national cam- 
paign aimed at vthe very heart of the national curse, the organized 
tratfic. It will yet be done, for today one half of the area of the 
United States, and more than one third of the population of our 
country are now living under some form of prohibitory law. 

Therefore Kesolved: That we reaffirm our uncompromising atti- 
tude of hostility toward the liquor traffic, and towards license high 
or low, and all so-called economic measures which permit the traffic 
in intoxicants for a price, thus entrenching it in the financial affairs 
of the state; and our friendliness towards all laws and police regu- 
lations and the enforcement of the same which are calculated to 
make the business less harmful, and to discredit it as a desirable 
occupation for even depraved citizenship. 

Besolved: That we deplore the attempt of the National Army 

and Navy Union to restore the Army Canteen, and thus induce the 
government to directly engage in the wine and beer business and 
thrust the same upon the notice of soldiers whether abstainers or 
not, and further degrade them by ordering them to serve as bar- 
tenders of the national saloons. 

Resolved: That we deplore the drinking customs of modern 

society, a secular or religious, and believe that the only safe and 
wholly wise and harmless example is that of total abstinence for all 
the followers of Christ. 

Resolved: That we believe it would be greatly to the advance- 

ment of strong temperance sentiment in our church if the confer- 
ence, the districts, the local churches, Sunday Schools and Epworth 
Leagues were organized into temperance societies under the effi- 
cient plans and constitutions drawn by the Board of Managers of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church Temperance Society as provided 
by the last General Conference.

THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has a wonderful his- 
tory. From its small beginning, thirty-eight years ago, it has 
steadily grown until its membership numbers more than one hundred 
sixty-seven thousand devoted women, besides seventy-five thousand 
young women and children belonging to junior organizations. 

Its annual income, constantly increasing, has reached the splen- 
did sum of more than six hundred and sixteen thousand dollars. 

It is supporting three hundred twenty-eight (328) missionaries 
in fourteen (14) foreign fields, doing its work in day schools, board- 
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ing schools, training schools, Sunday schools, orphanages, hospitals, 
dispensaries and other lines of practical Christian service.

Organizaticm. 

This Society was organized Dec. 20, 1861, for a term of thirty 
years; it was reorganized Dec. 20, 1891, for a further term of thirty 
years. 

The reasons for such an organization were lucidly set forth in 
the original “Articles of Association,^’ and are substantially as 
follows: The duties of a Methodist minister demand the whole of 

his time and cut him off from opportunities of accumulating money 
and property. He is ordinarily inadequately remunerated for his 
labors, and when accident, sickness, or old age compels his retire- 
ment, he is usually without means of support. By the course of his 
training and the absorbing nature of his life work, he has been un- 
fitted for easy adjustment to secular affairs and it is next to im- 
possible for him to get and hold a place amid the fierce competitions 
of bread winners. The church having had the benefit of his best 
energies, and having exhausted his capacity for active labor, should 
provide the pecuniary relief which the situation demands. 

Aim. 

This society is authorized to raise a fund, not to exceed one hun- 
■ dred thousand dollars, by means of membership fees, contributions, 

donations, bequests and otherwise, for affording such relief. 

The fund thus created is called “The Endowment Fund,” and is 
to be invested, and kept invested perpetually in interest bearing se- 
curities. 

Beneficiaries. 

The interest by the investment of the Endowment Fund is an- 
nually distributed among the following classes of claimants: 

First. — The members of the Detroit Annual Conference who are 
on the superannuated roll. 

Second. — The widows of deceased members of the Detroit An- 
nual Conference, who were married to their deceased husbands prior 
to superannuation. 

Third. — The minor children of the first and second classes of 
claimants, who are under the age of sixteen. 

Exhortation. 

To what better purpose can the lovers of our Methodism devote 
; their wealth than in permanently providing that the men who minis- 

ter to the spiritual needs of the church shall not lack needed tempor- 
^ al comforts in their years of decline and disability? The lack of 

competent provision for our wornout preachers and their dependent 
I • families has been, and still is, a standing > reproach to our church. 

’ Who will help to roll away the reproach? Let every Methodist Lay- 

man, whom the Lord has entrusted with the stewardship of wealth, 
aid us to reach the one hundred thousand dollar mark as soon as 
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possible. This may seem a large sum of money, but with the large 
list of claimants in our Conference, the amount each one receives will 
be pitiably small compared with what his needs call for. 

If you have money or property which you are willing to give to 
this society and yet need the income therefrom during your own life- 
time, we will gladly arrange to pay you an annuity, and such annuity 
will be as secure to you as from any investment you can possibly 
make. 

When you make your will do not forget the name of this society; 
put it in just as it is printed at the head of this article. But it will 
be a wise thing to be your own executor and to help us while you live, 
so that you may enjoy the sunshine your benevolence brings to the 
home of the superannuated preacher. Eemember that what goes 
into our Endowment Fund will be un wasting; it will go on earning 
dividends for the needy servants of God and the church long after 
you have passed over to the land where is neither hunger nor thirst. 

Write to the Secretary for information if you need any, and in- 
form him of your benevolent intentions for this worthy cause. Ask 
your pastor for his address.

SEGUZ^ATIONS 

1. The Conference has requested the Presiding Elders to present 
the names, as candidates for admission on trial in the Conference, of 
such persons only as have attained the equivalent of a twelve-grade 
high school education, and are under thirty years of age. But time 
previously spent either in supply work or in one of our schools in 
preparation for the ministry, shall be allowed in credit. 

2. Each candidate for admission on trial shall obtain from his 
Presiding Elder, before being admitted to examination, a written 
statement that said Presiding Elder intends to present his name to 
the Conference. 

3. Each candidate for admission on trial, and for admission into 
full membership, must present himself to the Committee on Ministerial 
Equipment during the first and second days of the Conference 
session. 

4. Each candidate for admission on trial, for admission into full 
membership or for ordination as local deacons or local elders, must 
appear before the Committee on Ministerial Equipment during the 
first days of the Conference session, which committee shall examine 
the candidate as to his personal attitude to the doctrines and dis- 
cipline of the Church. 

5. The examination of candidates for admission on trial and 
for ordination as local deacons and local elders will be held at the 
seat of the Annual Conference the day before the opening session. If 
desired, examinations for the above purposes can be taken at the 
mid-year examinations, as indicated in the schedule. According to the 
ruling of the Bishop no person can be received on trial, nor elected 
to Deacons or Elders orders while conditioned in any study. 

6. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate 
has already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a pre- 
scribed study as a regular attendant on the class room instruction, in 
any of our regular Theological Seminaries, Universities and Colleges 
approved by our University Senate, will be received in lieu of con- 
ference examination. 

7. Similar certificates will also be accepted in all studies not 
biblical or theological from other than Methodist Schools, if of equal 
grade with those approved by our University Senate. The examiner 
in each particular case must satisfy himself as to whether the work 
done is a fair equivalent or not. 

8. A certificate of graduation from one of our regular Theological 
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Seminaries will be accepted in place of an examination in all the 
biblical and theological studies. Also a certificate of graduation from 
one of our regular colleges will be accepted in place of ^n examination 
in all literary studies of the various courses. 

9. A certificate of admission to any high school or academy of 
good standing will be accepted in place of an examination in “Ele- 
mentary English.” A certificate of graduation from any such school 
will be accepted in place of examination for “English Branches.” 

10. Certificates presented for credit should show the amount of 
time given to the subject, text books used, and the year in which the 
work was done. 

There will be two mid-year examinations during the year. The 
first will be held at 9 a. m. on the last Tuesday in April, and the 
second on the first Tuesday in August, at such places as may be de- 
termined by the Chairman of the Board. The places to be duly an- 
nounced in the Michigan Christian Advocate” at least two weeks 
before the time of Examination in each case 

All candidates are required to appear at the mid-year examina- 
tions, writing upon the subjects as prescribed in the above plan, or 
furnish satisfactory excuse to the Chairman. 

13. Each candidate expecting to take any examination at Con- 
ference time must notify the Chairman of his intention not later 
than August 15. 

14. Each candidate shall file with the Registrar on the Tuesday 
preceding the opening of the Annual Conference a written statement 
that he has read all the books “To be read.” No substitutes for 
books to be read will be accepted. This rule applies also to can- 
didates for local deacon’s orders. 

15. Sermons and essays may be sent to the Registrar at any 
time providing sufficient postage is enclosed to allow the Registrar 
to forward same to the proper Examiner, otherwise they may be 
handed in at the mid-year examinations. They should be sent in as 
early in the year as possible. This rule applies also to candidates for 
local deacons orders. All sermons, essays and papers, also certificates 
will be returned to the annual conference where the candidate can se- 
cure them. 

16. Sermons, essays and examination papers shall not be signed, 
but the name of the candidate shall be written on a separate sheet 
and attached to each of his papers. The Registrar shall forward all 
papers to the proper Examiner, without the candidate’s name, but ac- 
companied by the number corresponding to the number of the can- 
didate’s name on the registrar’s roll. For sermons, essays, examina- 
tion papers, and fees a receipt shall be given the candidate. 

17. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to 
pay annually, at his first examination a fee of one dollar. Unless 
the fee is paid no papers of the candidate can be forwarded by the 
Registrar to the several examiners. 

18. Each examiner shall prepare and send to the chairman at 
least one month before the time of the examination a list of at least 
ten questions on each subject assigned him. Each examiner is ex- 
pected to furnish such information and suggestion concerning the 
books or subjects assigned him as will be most helpful to the stu- 
dents in pursuing the course of study and preparing for the examin- 
ation. Students are invited to consult personally or by letter with 
the examiners concerning any difficulties connected with their work. 
The examiner shall grade and mark the papers, essays and sermons 
on a scale of 100, and the candidate must attain a standing of 70 in 
order to pass. After an examiner has marked and delivered a paper 
to the Registrar he shall have no authority to change the marking 
without the consent of the Board. 

19. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a mem- 
ber of the Board or of a Supervisior appointed by the Chairman, who 
shall collect the fees, papers, sermons and essays, receipting for 
same, and shall forward them immediately to the Registrar. 

20. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in 
the order in which they appear in this schedule. After a class has 
writen upon a set of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to 
write upon the same set without consent of the Board, or of the con- 
ducting examiner or supervisor. The candidate shall be required to 
finish writing on one study before receiving questions on another. 
Candidates can write at the mid-year examinations only on the stud- 
ies as prescribed in the above schedule.
